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EDITOR’S PREFACE. 


The Fifth Volume of the Catalogue of (.'riiiital Ctiiiis in 
the British Museum comprises the money of tlic North- 
African and Spanish Moors and of tlie %arious d_\na'ties 
of kings and Imams who ruled in Arabia Felix in Mo- 
hammadan times. Fiaolm’s classes, XI Vn. and XX\ II.. 
correspond to apart of the contents of this volume, but 
his arrangement does not provide for all the series herein 
included. 

The metal of each specimen is slated, and its size in 
inches and tenths, in the same manner as in the preceding 
volumes. The weight of the examjdes in gold and .'iher 
is stated in English grains, except in the case of the 
modern issues of the Shereefs of Maroceo, when only 
typical weights are given. Tables for converting gtains 
into grammes, and inches into millimetres, as well as into 
the measures of Mionnet's scale, are given at the cud of 
the volume (pp. 173 — 175). 

Typical specimens are figured in the seven jdate.s, which 
are executed bj' the autolv'pe mechanical process from casts 
in plaster. 

The work has been written by 5Ir. Stanley Lane Boole; 
and I have carefully revised it, comjiaiing every coin witii 
the correspoiiding description.

INTRODUCTION. 


The present volume consists of two parts : the first is 
concerned with the dynasties of North Africa and Spain 
from A.H. 448 to the present day ; the second describes 
the rare coinages of the various dynasties of the Yemen or 
Arabia Felix. 

The African portion is the chronicle of the deeay of the 
Moharamadan power in the West. We have seen (in 
Vol. II. pp. 56 — 63) how the Benee-l-Aghlab established 
their rule over the wide littoral territory governed by 
the legates of the Khaleefehs in Tripoli, Tunis, Algiers, 
and Slarocco. The Aghlabee dominion in Africa was the 
period of the greatest ascendency of the Arabs in the 
Mediterraneau. Not only were the Aghlabees for the 
most part civilized and enlightened princes, given to the 
encouragement of science and letters, and prone to mag- 
nificence in the embellishment of their chief cities, but 
they were ambitious and aggressive sovereigns. As soon 
as they had accomplished the difficult task of effecting a 
union between their Arab and Berber subjects, they 
turned their thouglits to the acquirement of a maritime 
supremac}'. They equipped a fine navy, with which they 
ravaged the coasts of Trance and Italj', and the Saracen 
corsairs became the terror of the Mediterranean. In 
A.H. 216 they were masters of Sicily, whence thej- exerted 
that stimulating influence on European science and philo- 
sophy which is inseparably associated with the Arab 
dominion in the West. They established themselves on 
the Adriatic, took Malta and Sardinia, and even invaded 
the suburbs of Rome. 
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But the wide territoiy of the Aghlabees, which had once 
stretched from Egypt to the Straits, had been limited by 
the encroachments of the kingdom which the Idreesees had 
founded at Fez (Tol. II. pp. 53 — 5-5) in the extreme West ; 
and the growth of this kingdom, combined with the cruelty 
and incapacity of the later Aghlabee princes, and the increase 
of sectarian disaffection under the fostering influence of 
the Shiya’ee Da’ees, or Missionaries, whom the heretical 
Idreesees had encouraged to make Africa their field of 
operations, prepared the way for the Fatimee conquest in 
A.H. 296 (Yol. IV. pp. 1 — 59). The empire of the 
Falimees included the whole of Africa from Egypt to 
ilarocco (which was also reduced for a time, but could 
not be held), with Sicily and Sardinia. The Idreesees, 
strengthening themselves by professing allegiance to the 
Amuwee Klialeefehs of Cordova, still held Fez and 
Marocco, and the tribe of the Miknasa had effected an in- 
depi inlent position in the same quarter. On the Fatimee 
con([uest of Egypt in 350, and the coiijequent removal of 
their seat of government from Kl-Malideeyeh to Cairo, 
tluir wide territory became split up into various smaller 
kingdoms. Tlie lieutenant whom they had invested with 
the \ ice-go\erniiU’nt of .Vfrica, Yoosuf Belkeen, chief of the 
Saiihaja tribe, 'Oon declared himself independent, and 
founded the dynasty of the Zeyrecs ; but his power was 
gieaTy limited by the aggressions of his neighbours, the 
llamnnidee' of Algiers, who reduced the Zeyree territory 
to littl" more th.m '1 unis, and even within these restricted 
bouiul.iries the princes of this hou.-.e found no little 
ditlirulty in retaiulnu' the allegiance of the refractory 
tribes who dwelt in their dominions. ( >ther tribes had 
made themselves independent in the West, after the tall 
(it the ld:ti.'eu' . .,iid in Spain, the brilliant ride of the 
Knaltefehs ot Coidovj had eome to its dotage, and a 
variety ot petty piinces. chief among whom were the 
Bfci.ee Mammooil of Cordov.a and the Henee 'Abbad of 
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Seville, were fighting over the feeble representatives of 
that once great and illustrious House. Alfonso VI. took 
Toledo and all the Peninsula north of the Tagu.s, and 
closely pressed the divided Muslims; the Genoese retook 
Sardinia, the Normans Sicily, the Venetians Crete ; and the 
conquests of the Aghlabees were thus rapidlv lost, whilst 
their successors the Zeyrees were too busy in keeping what 
they could of their African dominions to give a thought to 
the once coveted and attained supremacy in the Mediter- 
runian. They could not even protect Tunis from the 
invasion of Roger II. It seemed as though the rule of 
the Arabs in the West was already doomed. 

At this moment the Murabits, or Almoravides, whose 
coinage begins the present volume (pp. 1 — dO), came to 
the rescue of the despairing Moors. Aboo-Bekr, the 
general, and 'Abd-Allah, the prophet, of the Lamtuna 
Berbers, seized iSijilraaseh, crossed the Atlas range, and 
firmly estahli.'hed their authority at Aghmat 460). 

Under the skilful generalship of Aboo-Bekr’s second- 
cousin, Yoosuf ibn Tashifeen, Fas (Fez), Mikniiseh 
(Mequinez), Sebteh (Ceuta), Tunjeh (Tangiers), Sela 
(Salee), and the rest of Marocco, were subdued in the 
course of the next fifteen years ; and a little later, at the 
invitation of the Spanish Arabs, who were losing ground 
before Alfonso, Yoosuf crossed the Straits, and after some 
hard fighting with the Christians secured Southern Spain 
for a time to the Muslims, and incorporated it (with the 
exception of Saragoza) in the Murabit empire, which now 
embraced Andalusia, Marocco. and part of Algiers. The 
Hammadees still held the coast further east. 

The Murabit success was not signal : thev' only accom- 
plished a temporary halt in the decay of the Muslim 
power. They produced little impression on the Christians 
in Spain, who continued a steady advance ; the Mediter- 
ranean was lost for ever, and even part of Africa itself 
was no longer in Mohammadan hands. The work of the

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MuwsbhidB or Almohades (pp. 31—50) who succeeded 
them was more complete. This religious sect,* springing 
from the Masmuda Berbers, in an incredibly short time 
conquered the Muribits and occupied their territories, 
drove out the Sicilians from Tunis and Tripoli, put an 
end to the Benee Hammhd of Algiers, and finally crossed 
over to Spain at the request of one of the many princes 
who had taken advantage of the overthrow of the Mur&bito 
to declare themselves independent and to reduce Andalusia 
a second time to a condition of anarchy which offered no 
resistenoe to Christian aggression. The Muwa^ids made 
short work of the conflicting princedoms of Spain, just as 
they had swept over the several kingdoms of Africa ; and 
by the middle of the sixth century of the Hijrah, Muslim 
Spain, and Africa from the Atlantic to Egypt, owned no 
rulers but these ‘ Unitarian ’ Ehaleefehs. For about a 
century they held their vast empire, but their hands grew 
gradually weaker. The defeat of En-Ni^ir, the fourth of 
this line, at the battle of Las Navas, was fatal to the 
influence of the Muwahhids in Spain, and after the first 
quarter of the seventh century of the Flight their power 
across the Straits was merely nominal, and was supplanted 
by the vigorous rule of the Benee Hood and Benee Nasr, 
whose efforts, however, were not able to avert the final 
overthrow of the Muslim power in Spain, which was 
signalized by the capture of Granada in A.D. 1492 by 
the armies of Ferdinand and Isabella. The Arabs had 
governed the Peninsula for nearly eight centuries ; their 
rule at Cordova had been the one bright spot in the dark 
ages of Europe ; the glories of Charles V. and of 
Philip II. cannot eclipse the splendour of the Moorish 
supremacy; and Spain has never truly prospered since she 
drove out her benefactors. 

The loss of Spain by the Muwahhids was quickly

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followed by tbe deetruction of tbeir power in Africa. 
Before the middle of the aeventh century their lieutenants 
in Tunis, the Benee Haf? (pp. 51 — 57), threw off their 
allegiance; and their rebellious example was followed by the 
Benee Ziyan (pp.69 — 71), of Tilimsan {Tlem 9 en) in Algiers; 
meanwhile the Benee Mereen (pp. 58 — 68) had gradually 
pushed forward their conquests in Marocco. Thus attacked 
on all sides, the MuwahMds finally succumbed in A.H. 
667. For the next three centuries we find the Benee 
Mereen ruling Marocco, and the Benee Haf^, Tunis and 
Tripoli from Bejayeh (Bougie) to Egypt ; whilst between 
them the Benee Ziyan maintained, with temporary inter- 
ruptions, their independence in Algiers, until a little 
before the end of the eighth century they submitted to the 
overlordship of the Benee Mereen and ceased thencefor- 
ward to be counted among the independent dynasties of 
Africa. These late Moorish dynasties suffered the com- 
mon fate of their predecessors. At the beginning'of the 
ninth century of the Flight (A.D. 1415) we find the 
Portuguese established at Ceuta ; and the later princes of 
the Benee Hafs paid tribute to the King of Spain. In the 
middle of the tenth century (A.D. 1550), the Benee 
WaVas, a younger branch of the Benee Mereen, to whom 
they had succeeded in Marocco, were conquered by the 
Shereefs, who have ruled the country ever since and still 
rule it ; and at very nearly the same time Kheyr-ed-deen 
Barbarossa reduced the greater part of Algiers, Tunis, 
and Tripoli to the authority of the Porte. The Deys and 
Beys of the Turkish Sul^ns ruled in Algiers and Tunis 
side by side with the Shereef Sultan of Marocco, until in 
A.D. 1830 the French seizure of Algiers placed a barrier 
between the dominions of the rival heads of the Moham- 
madan religion. Thus Spain has become Christian, 
Algiers belongs to France, and Tunis and Tripoli are vassal 
states nominally under the Porte, but whether really 
dependent or not, they are too insignificant to be worth 
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the inquiry. Marocco alone remains an independent 
Muslim state; but its glories are departed. This is what 
has liappened to the wide empire of the Aghlabces and 
the Muwaliliids, and this is the history which is illustrated 
by the coins included in the 6rst hundred and sixteen 
pages of the present volume. 

The following tables will prove of service in explaining 
the Illations of the various dynasties to one another, and 
the family connection of the diflerent princes. The fiist 
exhibits in a tabular form the succession of dynastie.s in 
northern Africa from the Mohammadaii conquest to the 
present day. It is adapted from a similar table in the 
ISavon de Slaiie’s valuable Introduction to his translation 
of Ibn Khaldoon’s Ihsloirc da Ucriers. The rest are 
genealogical trees, for which I have made use of Prof. 
I'oruberg’s notes to his Annates Regum Mauritaniw. 
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Tlie series of coins struck by the Muribits, eighty in 
uunibtT, is one of the finest in the NationsI Collection 
Not only is erery prince represented, except the child- 
king Ibrahcem ibn Tnshifeen, who cun hardly be suid to 
have reigned ; but also a coin appears of an Ibrdheem, ton 
of Aboo-Ilekr, whom the historians do not mention, but 
whom this piece shows to base b<en ruling at Sijiltnasch in 
A.H. 464. The Murabit coinage is mainly of gold ; it is 
dearly stamped, the letters well formrsi, and the standard 
high. The weight is very nearly that of the origin.il 
Amuwee dei'nars, and averages 61 7 grains, fin one coin 
iK tur the words /tiJi OJ3> which apparently 

refer to some mint-reform, but are not justified by any 
variation from the weight of the preceding coins of the 
same mint or of the Murdbipi generally. Tlic inscriptions 
are very regular, and prt'sent little mutter for debate. 
The obverse area invariably contains the profesMon of

The reverse area always contains the in*criplion 
At >U*^, to which is added on five late 
coina (nos. 45, 46, 68, 69. 70) the explanatory adjective 
The 'Abbaaec Ebaleefeb who waa reigning at 
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the time the Murabits began to issue money was El-Kaim, 
whose name was 'Abd- Allah, as was also his successor’s : 
and the Murabits seem to have regarded this as a generic 
name of their distant spiritual chiefs at Baghdad. In one 
case only does the name of the heir-apparent invade the 
reverse area appropriated to the Khaleefeh. The reverse 
margin gives the mint and date. It generally begins

Ten mints are found in 
the series, five of which are Spanish (Mursiyeh, El-

The only serious difficulty presented by the Murabit 
coinage consists in the signs which are found beneath the 
obv. and rev. areas, and of which Codera has curiously 
omitted all mention in his otherwise excellent Tratado. 
Sometimes these are merely annulet> or semicircles or the 
like, but oftoner they arc letters, or portions ot letters, 
and in a few cases complete words. ( If the letters the one 
mu.st commonl}' occurring i.s of this form sometimes 
more nearly approaching the shape of ; it is found on

Are these letters abbreviations of the names of governors, 
or private marks of mint-masters, or signs to show the 
standard or weight, like ^ f' A search for the names 
of the governors of provinces and cities under the Mu- 
rabits has, I regret to say, produced no results. I have 
hitherto been unable to discover any governors’ names 
corresponding to the initials on the coins at the periods 
required. It is, however, possible that further researches 
may throw some light on the subject. At present 1 am 
inclined to regard these ambiguous letters as marks of the 
mint-masters, not the governors; and if this be the true 
explanation we should be brought to the supposition that 
all the African mints were under the same mint-master, 
but that the Spanish cities generally hail sep.irate mint- 
masters. 

The siher coins of the Munibit- arc few in number, and 
the I5riti--h Museum possessc' noneuftlie tirst two princes. 
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They are minted in three sizes, of the respective diameters

These silver coins have no marginal inscriptions, are with 
two exceptions mintless, and invariably without date. The 
signs or letters already discussed seldom occur on them ; 
but we meet with ^ (dotted), between trefoils, and> e, 
on the strength of which we might perhaps venture to 
assign the three mintless coins on which these letters 
occur to El-Mereeyeh (early), Aghmat (early), and El-Me- 
reeyeh (late), respectively. One silver coin calls for

Many diacritical points occur on the Murabit and on all 
the Moorish coinages. We know from manuscripts that 
the Maghrabee system of pointing differs from that com- 
monly employed, and the evidence of the coins may be 
valuable in confirming this knowledge and carrying it back 
to an early date. The following table has been carefully 
drawn up from an examination of all the gold coins of the 
Murabits and Muwahhids, and may be taken as a tolerably 
complete representation of Arabic pointing in Marocco in 
the eleventh and twelfth centuries of our era. 
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A reference to the Index of Points will enable any stu- 
dent to discover how the various points are employed with 
reference to vowels. For myself, I do not believe that 
any vowel system can be found in these points. One 
might assume ’ over a letter to represent sukoon, but it 
occurs over movent by kesr and fet-h constantly, and 
over j and ^ movent, etc. We find pointed ; J-*, 
, Jj-'j, J^xj; many other 

contradictory examples. I cannot doubt that points and 
vowel signs were inserted very much at the pleasure of the 
engraver. 

The period which elapsed between the destruction of the 
jSIurabit power in Spain and the conquest of Andalusia by 
the Muwalthids may’ be called the Second Spanish Inter- 
regnum ; reckoning the period between the decay of the 
Khalifate of Cordova and the arrival of the Murabits — the 
time of the petty kings called Eeijt's de Tdifas in the Tratado 
— as the First Interregnum. The portion of this volume deal- 
ing with the Second Spanish Interregnum must be studied 
in connection with Yol. II., to which, indeed, some of the 
coins described in the present volume more properly 
belong ; — in the cataloguing of a large and constantly 
increasing collection such rectifications are inevitable. 
To study the coins of the Second Interregnum chronologi- 
cally, they should bo placed in the following order : — 
1st. The coins of the king of Cordova, Hamdeen, of about 
the year 540 (nos. 'd ’l , 22S, 229), and of his vassal Sed- 
daray ibn Wezeor, king of Radajoz (no. 23U). 2nd. The 
anonymous coins of the years .542 and 549, which, being 
strictly of tlie 5Iurabit type, are placed at the end of that 
seile-> (nos. SI, 82). That the fonner at least was struck by 
a partisan of the decayed dynasty (presuin.ihlv Ytiln a ibii

Before entering upon the subject of the Muwj.hliid 
coinage, it will be well to finish the Spanish section bv 
referring to tlie Third Sp.inish Interregnum, bv w'nich is 
meant the period elapsing between the fall of the Muwali- 
liids in Spain, the consequence of the defeat of Las Xavas, 
and tile coiupie^t of Granada by the Christians, whereby 
the last blow was given to the rule of the Moors in the 
Peninsula. The coins belonging to this period in the pre- 
sent volume are thosa'* of tlie Later Bence Hood, who struck 
at Mursiyeh. Coulova, Seville, and other cities, during 
the second and third quarters of the seventh centurv of 
the Flight (nos, dGl — 2.'i6i; the two specimens of Ibn- 
iMahfooiUi, king of Niebla pios. 'JdT, ; and the 'cries 
of the coins of the Beuee Nu'^r of Granada (Vol. 11. nos, 
1711— 18d). 

The gold coins of the Muwahhids are remarkable for the 
profusion of their genealogical information, and their large 
size, which under all l)ut the first two princes averages 
L17 inch . but owing to their thinness the weight is 
not very much above tliat of the best -preserved Murabit 
deenai’s, averaging in etfeet only 7tt'S, as compared with 
the ^lurhbit 61 7. The first two princes issued coins of 
dianii ter "8 or 85 and average weight 35'4, and one 
small gold coin of weight 18-0. If the large coin-- were 
meant to pass as doublc-deen.irs, the earlier 35'4 coinage

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would be the deenar, and the small piece a half-deenar ; 
and we should place the full weights (allowing for 
friction) at 36 grains for the deenar, 18 for the half, and 
72 for the double. But it is not improbable that the 
large coins were only what their weight justifies them in 
being, namely single deenars ; in which case the smaller 
issue would be half-deenars, and the little coin a quarter 
deenar. The gold coins of the Muwahhids are inva- 
riably wanting in date, and even the mint appears but 
rarel}’. Out of 37 coins, eight have the mint Sebteh, one 
Fas, and one Sijilmaseh ; the remaining 27 being mint- 
less. 

On the gold coins the area is always square, defined by 
single, double, or triple lines. The coin is struck of such 
a size that the circumference touches the angles of the 
inscribed square. Four segments of a circle are thus 
formed between the square and the circumscribed circle, 
and in these segments the various words composing the 
marginal inscription are distributed. The obverse area is 
always set apart for the formulas of faith, "i)

followed by on all but the earliest coins; 

and on the latest still further amplified. The obverse margin 
is also occupied by a religious inscription (^1 <01 

until the increased number of ancestors made the space 
too valuable. A.bd-Fl-M!u-min, having no crowned 
forefathers to record, put the Mahdee’s name on the 
reverse area, and his own in the margin, adding the words

Yoosuf I. for official purposes in -561. His son Yoosuf I. 
transferred the Mahdee to the last line of the obverse area, 
and gave up the reverse area entirely to the name and title 
of his fatlier Abd-El-Mu-n in ; putting his own name and 
title in the ri \ erse margin, and on his later issues repeating

them in the obverse margin os well, to the exclusion of 
the religious formula. This repetition is apparently 
made with the object of recording the genealogical as- 
sumption which had not been 

employed before. Yaakoob El-Mansoor, son of Yoosuf, 
follows his father’s example ; but having introduced the 
double-deenar size, he has more open space to devote to 
the religious inscriptions, and accordingly makes some 
additions to them : the reverse area has ’Abd-El-Mumin’s 
name as usual, and beneath it Yoosuf ’s ; Yaakoob’s being 
confined to the reverse margin. His son Mohammad En- 
Nasir repeats the Mahdee on rev. area, puts ’Abd-El-Mu- 
min bepeath, gives the reverse margin to Yoosuf I., keeps 
the obverse margin for his own titles; and strangely omits 
all mention of his father Yaakoob. His brother Idrees 
El-Ma-raoon follows the general plan of devoting the 
obverse area to religion, and the reverse area to ’Abd-El- 
Mu-min, under whom he places both Yoosuf I., and 
Yaakoob; whilst the reverse margin is reserved for his 
brother En-Nasir and nephew Yoosuf II., who had pre- 
ceded him, but not immediately ; and the obverse margin 
records his own 'titles. Thus on this coin we find not 
only “ El-Jahid El-Ma-moon, Prince of the Faithful, 
Abu-l-’Ola Idrees, son of El-Mansoor, Prince of the 
Faithful* son of the two Khaleefebs, Princes of the Faith- 
ful,” but also his nephew’s, brother’s, father’s, grand- 
father’s, and great-grandfather’s names and titles, besides 
the Mahdee, and a reference to the Prophet Mohammad 
and his family'. The occurrence of the Mahdee’s name is 
important, because it has generally been asserted {e.y. by 
Ibn-Khaldoon) that El-Ma-moon deserted the faith of 
his fathers, repudiated in both Khutbeh and Sikkeh the 
Mahdee who founded the Muwahhid sect, and gave in his 
adherence to the ’Abbasee Khaleetehs of Baghdad. This 
coin shows that he did nothing of the sort, at least at one 
time in his reign. Er-Rasheed, sou of El-Ma-moon, 
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insclihcs his own name in the obverse margin, liis father's 
in I lie reverse margin, his grandfather’s, greut-gi.ind-

in the reverse area. — in all, five generations. fd- 
Murtada, coining from Yoosuf I., by a different pedigree, 
omits all mention of intermediate sovereigns; and merely 
places ’Abd-El-Mu-min in the reverse area, Yoosuf I. in 
the leverse margin, and himself in the obverse margin. 
Hi' nephew El-AYathik follows his example, in recoiding 
onl\ the first two sovereigns, and putting his own name 
in the obverse margin.

One Muwahhid dirhem has the name of' the leigning 
prince ( ’Abd-El Mu-niin) ; the rest are without name of 
prince, without date, and often without mint. These were 
probably issued by several of the IMuwahhid so\ereigns, 
but there arc no data whereby we can assign any of them 
to any special member of the dyna.sty. Thev are all cut 
in a shajie, with an avciage diameter of ilirich. 
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and average weight of about tweuty-three grains. Their 
inscriptions are quite uniform : on the obverse, aJJ 

beneath which is the mint, 
if any; and on the reverse, Ljj aJui 

There are no marginal inscriptions. The last 
coin of the series alone varies the formulas. There are 
generally points, annulets, and the like, beneath obverse 
and reverse, which may possibly be private mint-marks ; 
and the whole surface is sprinkled with points and 
ornaments. These square dirhems are intere.sting partly 
on account of their peculiar shape, which according 
to Ibn Khaldoon* had been foretold to the Murabits as 
one of the signs of their conqueror, and partly becau-e 
they served as the model for the copies issued by the mints 
of the South of France for Mediterranean circulation, and 
known by the name of Millaros.f 
The passage in Ibn Khaldoon is a curious com- 
mentary on the square dirhems described in this 
volume. ' L’lmam, (El-Mahdi,l a\ant quitte les Hiii- 
tata, se dirigea vers Aiguilin, dans le pays des Ilergha*, 
et s’arreta au milieu de sa tribu.

The coinages of the three dynasties that succeeded to 
the empire of the Muwahhids closely resemble in size and 
appearance the gold coins of the Muwahhids, but present 
no silver coins, which may perhaps be explained by the 
supposition that some of the square dirhems generally 
ascribed to the Muwahhids were issued by the Benee 
Hafs or the Benee Mereen, etc. The occurrence of the 
same name in the dynastic lists of two or more of these 
families makes it sometimes difficult to attribute a coin to 
any of them with certainty. There are, however, certain 
indications to guide one, in the style, and in the locale. 
The Benee Hafs always inclose their areas in triple 
squares, use the formula >*tol call themselves 

and strike at Tunis, if they give the mint at 
all. Hence I ascribe nos. 162 — 5 to ’Abd-El-’Azeez the 
Haf-^ee without any hesitation, although there is an ’Abd- 
El-’Azeez among the Benee Mereen. The Benee Mereen

The Benee Ziyan struck only

&c. So that on the whole this ’Abd-Er-Ruhman may be 
assumed to have been one of the two princes bearing that 
name in the line of the Benee Zi\an. 

The long series of unascribed Moorish gold coins, with- 
out name of prince, were probably issued bj' the Benee 
Mereen, with whose coinage their general style closeh’ 
agrees ; the mints are also all within Mereenee territorv’. 
The insciiptions offer many varieties of religious formulas, 
and among others the letters <tAJ) U, which tilso 
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occur on a coin of Faias El-Mutanekkil, and which no 
one has xot succeeded in deciphering. The best sug- 
gestion I have received is that of M. Sauvaire, who 
proposes to read the inscription <uJl ^js w.>st U ‘‘ lloir 
■/■III' /y ■■■'H.pjhiti'iii of (jml ! ’’ On one example the third 
letter, nhich is generally joined to the fourth, stands 
separately as an nlif. The uncertain king of Marocco, 
’Abd-Ll-'Azeez El-Mustan^ir, placed at the end of the 
serit faii'Iy puzzles me. The st} le of his coins is that 
ot' the llenee-Haf-^, whilst his obverse is like an early 
iMinv.ilihid, and his reverse, with the words j-ol ^ and 
dA'l resembles the lienee Mereeu. The collection 

possesses coins of an ’Abd-El-’Azccz of the Benee-Hafs 
and also of an ’Abd-El-’Azeez of the Bence iMereen ; and 
tile two Coins of the ’Abd-El-’Azeez first namcil are irre- 
concilable with the issues of either of these princes.

The 
constantly recurring words .xa.1 ,>».l (thus pointed ' on the 
coin.s of tlie Shcicrf' can h.ndly mean “one ” dirla m. tbr 
they occur on coins ot the most diverse weighs. Thev 
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may perhaps be an echo of the cry of the 6rst MueJdin of 
Islam, Bilal the Abyssinian, who only answered, “ One 
[God], One,” to the Kureysh, when they sought to force 
him by torture to renounce the Muslim faith. 

The coins of the djmasties of the Yemen which are 
placed at the end of this volume deserve to be specijlly 
noticed. If the ancient history of Arabia under the Him- 
yerite and Abyssinian rule is obscure and perplexing, its 
later history under Mohammadan governors is scarcely less 
confused. Except to record the mishaps of a pilgrimage 
to Mekkeh, or the internal disturbances of the Holy City, 
or to note the reduction of the country by the kinsmen of 
Saladin, the general historians of the East preserve an 
almost unbroken silence on the government and condition 
of the country which sent forth the original armies of Islam. 
Ibn-el-Atheer is almost useless for the history of south- 
west Arabia, and though Abu-l-Fida does occasionally 
devote a paragraph to the affairs of the Yemen, he merely 
reproduces the statements of the special annalist ’Omarah, 
whose chronicle is by no means detailed. A manu- 
script in the collection of the India Office, declared by Dr. 
Loth to be unique, containing El-Khazrajee’s history of the 
Benee Rasool, which was kindly placed at my service by 
the Librarian, Dr. Rost, is excellent within its limits ; but 
it is unfortunately confined to the account of the reigns of 
the earlier sovereigns of the dvnasty under which the 
author lived, and its short introduction on the preceding 
history presents little that is valuable. In the absence of 
ampler materials, the numismatist is somewhat at a loss to 
identify and describe such coins as may appear to belong 
to the Yemen. It is true that he is not often required to 
do this, for the number of pieces known to have been 
issued by Arabian princes is unhappily extremely small ; 
and the help that coins may render to the historian is 
thus very trifling in the instance of the Yemen coinages, 
and is still further reduced by the frequent obscurity 
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of the legends. The Arabian coins which I published in 
the Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society (vol. ix. p. 135 S’) 
are almost solitary examples of their kind, and the article 
serves to show how little is known of the history, and how 
little is legible of the coins. Several of them present 
names which, after a long study of Yemen history, I am 
still unable to identify; and only one of them has suffi- 
ciently legible inscriptions to be of any service to the his- 
torian. The only other coins of the Yemen that have ever 
been edited, so far as I am aware, are the few pieces of 
the modem Imams of San’a published by A. Weyl, iu his 
Verzeichniss, 1878; and the three pieces of the same 
dynasty described by Fraehn in his Ifoca Supplemenfa, i. 
p. 384. 

To this scanty list of published coins of Arabia, the thirty- 
one pieces described in this volume form an important 
addition. To understand their position in Arabian history, 
their relations with other Mohammadan coinages, and their 
value as perhaps the sole monuments of a very obscure 
branch of oriental history, it is necessary to glance at the 
principal changes which the government of the Yemen 
underwent in Muslim hands. The poverty of the materials, 
already referred to, must make such a review necessarily 
incomplete, but it is essential to map out, so to say, the 
country in this division of history, not merely in explana- 
tion of the very rare coins at present contained in the 
National Collection, but also in view of possible discoveries 
in the same direction in the future. 

The history of Arabia after the Mohammadan revolu- 
tion offers a strong resemblance to its pre-lslamic character. 
The revolt which followed the death of the Prophet was 
indeed suppressed for the time by the firm hand of 'Omar 
and his general Khalid, and Arabia was once more unified: 
but the slightest symptom of weakness iu the government 
was the sign for a fresh rebellion, and Arabia under the Kha- 
lecfehs was in truth very much the same country as Arabia 
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before Islam : — a country made up of many tribes, most of 
^vhich repudiated any coalition with the rest, — and of many 
towns and districts, governed by Sheykhs who were at 
times independent and at times under control, but who 
were always ready to assert their independence at the first 
opportunity,' and to call themselves princes or Imams, and 
issue coins iu their own name, if they were only let alone 
long enough. The Khaleefehs appointed a governor of the 
Yemen, and a sub-g;ovemor of Mekkeh, or El-Medeeneh, 
according to the place of residence of the chief governor ; 
but the outlying towns acknowledged practically the 
authority of their Sheykhs alone. For the first two cen- 
turies after the Flight, — up to the time of El-Ma-moon, 
— these numerous Sheykhs and Ameers seem to have con- 
tented themselves with quietly preserving their inde- 
pendence, and satisfying the Khaleefehs with a nominal 
submission. But in the beginning of the third centiu’v, 
which saw the dismemberment of the great Islamic empire 
by the rise of powerful dynasties on its skirts, the governor 
of the Yemen followed the example of the Idreesees and 
Aghlabees in Northern Africa ; and about the time that 
the Sam&nees and Tahirees were founding their indepen- 
dent dynasties in the north of Persia, Mohammad ibn 
Ziyad, instead of submitting to the fate of the fifty and 
more agents of the Amawee and ’Ahbasee Khaleefehs who 
had preceded him and been successively recalled, established 
himself and his family firmly at Zebeed, a town he had 
founded in the Tihameh, and inaugurated the system of 
indepiendent dynasties in Arabia. 

The Benee Ziyad* ruled at Zebeed for about two

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centuries, and their kingdom included the towns of 
San’a and Sa?deh, Nejran and Halee. Under the fourth 
sovereign much of their power disappeared. Suleyman ibn 
Taraf made himself independent at Makhlaf, struck 
coins in his own name, and subdued a dominion which 
was estimated at an annual revenue of 500,000 deenars. 
The Karmatee ’Alee ibn El-Fadl seized Zebeed for a while 
in 303. Under the last king, the son of Abu-1-Je3’sh, the 
power was entirely usurped by a succession of slaves, w’ho 
restored the Ziyadee kingdom to somewhat of its former 
extent and prosperity. The usurpation of these slaves 
naturally led to the foundation of a new dynasty. Nejah, 
an Ab^'ssiniau slave of Marjan, the last Zi 3 adee Mairc du 
palais, after a contest with a rival slave, established the 
d 3 nasty of the Benee Nejah* at Zebeed. 

Nejah held Zebeed without dispute till his death in 452 ; 
but then the powerful founder of the dynasty of the 
Benee !^uleyh,f ’Alee ibn Mohammad, Lord of San’a, occu-

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pied the capital of the Benee Nejah,* drove out the sons of 
the late king, and held the Tihameh in addition to his own 
large territory, until in 473 he was murdered bj' a son of 
Nejah. The reign of this son, who immediately entered 
Zebeed, was disturbed by constant wars with the Benee 
Suleyh, who were resolved to recover the territory they 
had lost. Zebeed was alternately occupied by El-Aliwal 
ibn Nejah, and El-Mukarram ibn ’Alee Es-Suleyhee, 
until the death of the former and the accession of his 
brother Jcjash, joined to the gradual enfeeblement of the 
Suleyhees, restored comparative tranquillity, and left Ze- 
beed finally in the hands of the Benee Nejah, who held it 
till their house came to its end in 553. The reigns of the 
fourth and fifth sovereigns were interrupted by rebellions 
led by Ibraheem and ’Abd- El- Wahid, sons of Jejash ; and 
during the rule of the last two kings the supreme pow er 
was virtually vested in the hands of Wezeers, whose names 
may be found in Ibn-ed-Deyba’ {ap. Johannsen).

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tral Yemen, and took San's, where they and their succes- 
sors ruled till the Ayyoobee conquest in 569. Nearly at 
the same time the dynasty of the Benee Zurey’* began at 
'Aden. Thus we find three great houses governing different 
parts of the Yemen at this time ; the Benee Nejah at Ze- 
beed in the southern part of the Tih&meh, or lowland run- 
ning along the coast of the Red Sea ; the Benee Zurey’ at 
’Aden, in the extreme south, on the Indian Ocean ; and 
the Hamdanees at Sun’s in the centre of the Yemen. 
Besides these we hear of various independent Ameers 
governing different towns or districts, — as El-Mufaddal 
Abu-l-Barakat ibn El-Weleed at Ta’izz, in the south, near 
Mokha, and his son El-Mansoor, who succeeded him and 
reigned till 547, when he resigned all his territory, save 
the town of Ta’izz itself, to his neighbours the Benee 
Zurey’ ; — and as the Imam El-Mutawekkil Ahmad ibn Su- 
leyman who governed Saadeh and Nejran in the north 
from 533 to 563 (died 566) . 

The Ayyoobee conquest in 569 is the great crisis in the 
mediasval history of Arabia. The kinsmen of Saladin 
swept over the Yemen and overturned its dynasties with 
the same uncompromising thoroughness as they displayed 
in the other provinces they invaded. The houses of the 
Hamdanees of San’a and the Benee Zurey’ of ’Aden were 
put to an end by the Kurdish conqueror, Tooran-shah, and

The 
Ayyoobees f placed their own governors in the different 
towns, and though on the death of Toordn-shah in 576 
all these governors declared themselves independant, and 
some (as Khattab ibn El-Kamil, who succeeded his brother 
Mubarak as governor of Zebeed) went so far as to issue 
coins in their own names, their rebellion was very short- 
lived, and the Ayyoobee authority was never in any real 
danger. 

On the death of the last of the Ayyoobees, the Yemen

The dates here given are from Abu-l-Fida, whose kinship makes him the 
leading authority on Ayyoobee history ; but the special historian of the 
Bence Rasool, El-Khazrajee (MS. India Office), agrees with him, except 
that he places the accession of Seyf-el-IsIam at 579 instead of 577, and that 
he gives the alternative dates of CIO or 61 1, and 625 or 626, for the accession 
of El-Mudhaffar nnd the death of El-ilcs’ood. respectively. 
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was subdued by the Benee Rasool* For the history of 
this dynasty, which included fifteen sovereigns, and reigned 
over every part of the province, from Hadramaut to Mek- 
keh, for two centuries and a quarter, we have fortunately 
not only the general Yemenee chronicle of Ibn-ed-Deyba’, 
who becomes much more detailed at this period, but also 
for more than half the time the special history written byEl- 
Khazrajee, who lived under the eighth prince of the Benee 
Easool, and recorded the deeds of his master and his master’s 
ancestors with much minuteness. The Rasool from whom 
the line took their name appears to have been an envoy of 
the ’Abbasee Khaleefeh. His son ’Alee Shems-ed-deen was 
appointed governor of Mekkeh by tbe Ayyoobee El-iles’ood 
in 619, and ’Alee’s son, El-Mansoor Noor-ed-deen ’Omar, 
seized the occasion of El-Mes'ood’s death to make himself 
master of the Y’emen and part of the Hijaz, and firmly esta- 
blished his dj nasty in Arabia, where it remained in almost 
undisputed supremacy' until the middle of the ninth century 
of the Flight, when civil war and rival claimants prepared 
the way for the succession of the Benee- "fdhir,f who 
governed the Yemen until El-Hoseyn, general of the last 
Memlook Sultan Kansooh El-Ghooree, reduced Arabia, 
and the ’Othraaniee Turks appropriated the country thus 
made ready for their rule in 923 (1517). Since that date the 
Yemen has been divided between the Turks and a line of 
Imams which arose at San’a, until the final abolition of 
the latter in the present century.

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Before speaking of the modern Imams of Sana it is 
necessary to state that there have been Imams in the 
Yemen from very early times ; in fact it would be 
hazardous to affirm that there ever was a time, after the 
third century of the Hijrah, when there was not an Imam 
holding some territorial command in that province. Un- 
fortunately it is extremely difficult to establish the order, 
dates, and range of authority of these Arabian popes. 
That they were seldom content with merely spiritual rule 
is certain ; but how far they succeeded in extending their 
temporal authority over the turbulent tribes, and the inde- 
pendent town-Sheykhs, and in maintaining it against the 
several dynasties that successively obtained the supreme 
control of the greater part of Arabia Felix, are questions 
that appear unlikely to be solved. The historians who 
are sparing of their facts about the principal lay-dynasties 
of the Yemen, are commonly still more grudging of 
information about the spiritual rulers of the pro'dnce. 
Published historical works, the MSS. of the British 
Museum aud of the India Office, have beeii ransacked 
in the hope of clearing up this obscure subject sufficiently 
to illustrate the coins of the Arabian Imams described in 
the present volume of the Catalogue : but my success 
has been limited. The most valuable notes I could 
gather were from the MSS. of Ibn-ed-De\'ba’ and Ibn- 
Hatim in the British Museum (.Vdd. 25,111 and 27,541, 
nos. Mcccci.xxiv. and MDf.xxxiv. in Dr. Wright’s Catalogm 
Cod. Arab, ui Jfa.s. Brif.), and Kl-Khazrajee’s history of the 
Benee Rasool in the India Office Library (no. 1311, or 710 
in Dr. Loth’s Cafnlogiir of fhe Arabic J/aan.^crljds m the 
Library of ihe India Office) ; whilst of printed books, the 
Boulak text of Ibn-Khaldoon’s great historical work 
(^1 1, and Johannsen’s annotated version of Ibn- 

ed-Deyba’s history of Zebecd (Bonn, IS28^, have pro'ed 
more useful than any others. The results, however, of a 
study of these authorities are incomplete and \nisatisfactory. 

/' 
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Hence it was found impossible to prefix a list of Imams 
to the earl^ Yemen coins described on pp. 126 — 8. This 
much is certain, that a race of Imdms, called the Benee-r- 
Baaee, ruled at Saadeh from the end of the third century 
of the Flight till the middle of the fourth centuiy, Ibn- 
Ehaldoon and Ibn-ed-Deyba’ agree in placing a certain 
£1-H4dee Yahya ibn El-Hoseyn ibn El-Kwim as the first 
of these Im&ms of Sa^deh, but there is much uncertainty 
about both the number and the order of El-Hadee’s 
successors. The general conclusion seems to be that £1- 
H^ee reigned from 288 to 298, and was succeeded by 
his son El-Hurtada Mohammad, who in turn bequeathed 
the throne to his brother En-Nasir Ahmad in 320 ; and 
that the eons of Ahmad, whose names, number, order, and 
dates, are matters of dispute, held their father’s Imamate 
until 344 ; when another, and more obscure, line of princes 
took possession of Saadeh ; only in turn to give place to the 
Benee Suleyman, one of whom, El-Mutawekkil Ahmad, held 
the town along with Nejrin from 533 to 563, almost, in 
short, to the Ayyoobee conquest. During the supremacy 
of the family of Ayyoob in Arabia, — loyal if masterful 
servants of the Prince of the Faithful who kept court at 
Baghdad, — heretical Imams were emphatically discoun- 
tenanced in the Yemen. But on the release from the 
Ayyoobee yoke, and the accession of the Benee Basool, 
Imams immediately began to reappear ; and the Benee-r- 
Basee were revived in the person of Ahmad ibn El- 
Hoseyn (646 — 656), who made the capital San ’a his resi- 
dence, and was no longer content to be called Imam of 
Saadeh. In the history of the Benee Basool we hear 
constantly of petty wars between the princes of that 
dynasty and the Imams of San'a ; but though El-Khaz- 
rajee mentions several Imams after Ahmad ibn El-Hoseyn, 
he generally leaves their dates unrecorded. A certain 
Imam En-N4sir was ruling in San’a on the Rasoolee 
conquest of that city in 866, and his son Mohammad was 
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allowed to succeed to the Imamate. Niebuhr in his Descrip- 
tion de r Arabic mentions this line of Imams, who had re- 
tired before his time to Kawkeban, giving place to a new 
dynasty of Imams of San’a, who survived to the Turkish 
conquest. Niebuhr mentions the names of five Imams 
(Ummed-ed-deen, El-Mahdee, £1-Mutahhar, Shems-ed- 
deen, and Shereef-ed-deen) who ruled at San’a before the 
old dynasty was ejected by the modem line ; and the 
names of seven Seyyids of Kawkeban, as the exiled house 
was then styled, ('Alee ibn Shereef-ed-deen, 'Abd-Er-Rabb, 
Nasr, 'Ahd-el-Kadir, Hoseyn, Mohammad, and Ahmad, 
who was ruling in 1763 ;) and he gives a list of the new 
line of Imams of San’a, down to his own time, which is 
reproduced on p. 129. 

Such are the unsatisfactory results of a long and 
laborious investigation of the records of Oriental his- 
torians. We learn that in the fourth century of the 
Flight there was an early line of Imams of Saadeh, called 
the Benee-r-Rasee, but we are uncertain as to the majority 
of their dates, aud as to the order and names of several 
of the sovereigns. After an interval, we find the Benee 
Suleyman holding-the title of Imam in the sixth century 
of the Hijrah. In the time of the Benee Rasool, the old 
house of the Benee-r-Rasee was restored ; and the Imamate 
of San'a continued down to the Turkish reconquest in the 
present century, with probably an interruption at the 
beginning of the tenth century, when Arabia first fell 
into 'Othmanlee hands. The Imamate of San’a, though 
it lasted so many centuries, changed hands about A.H. 
1040, when a new line of Imams occupied the city, 
and the old family adopted the title of ‘ Seyyids ’ and 
retired to Kawkeban. 

Of these Arabian dynasties, the British Museum is for- 
tunate enough to possess in all thirty-one coins ; of which, 
however, twenty-four were issued by the modem Imams 
of San ’A and are of small interest. The first seven coins

present much that is curious. The first is a deenar of 
’Alee ibn Mohammad, of the Benee Sulej h, similar to the 
two published by me in the Journal of the Royal Asiatic 
Society, vol. ix. p. 138. It presents the peculiarity of the 
insertion of the obscure word fit after jLojJI. The 
second is a deenar struck at ’Aden bj' Tinnin ibn Moham- 
mad, the last king of the Benee Zurey’; with the word 
or (probably the epithet of the ’Aden 

coinage) at the end of the obv. margin, and the pteculiar 
reverse inscription already described in the Journal of 
the Royal Asiatic Society (uhi suprii pp. 136, 137). Two 
coins of the Benee Rasool, of El-Muayyad and El- 
Mujahid, with somewhat remarkable marginal legends, 
complete the series of the lay-coins of the Yemen. The 
Imams of Saadeh are represented by El-IIadee the first 
Imam of the Benee-r-Rasec, and Er-Radee, whom I take 
(at M. Tiesenhausen’s suggestion) to be the second Imam, 
called by the historians El-Murtadn. All the three coins of 
these two Imams have strange marginal inscriptions, 
which I have been unable as yet to decipher, but which 
doubtless contain the formulas of faith of the particular 
sect of the Zeydeeyeh to w'hich these Imams belonged. A 
dirhem of Ahmad ibn El-Hoseyn, who restored the 
dynasty of the Benee-r-Rasee in 646, is also found in the 
collection, and from this specimen we learn that this 
Imdm styled himself El-Mahdee and Ameer-el-Mumi- 
neen. The twenty-four coins of the modern Imams of 
San’a arc not remarkable, except for the doubtful, mint 
Aksara, on no. 365, and the obscure T\ord on the obverse 
of the concluding coin, no. 388. The whole thirtv-one 
coins of the Yemen cannot, however, be denied a great 
importance as additions to a series which was little known 
before. 

The authorities consulted for the dates of the Yemen 
dynasties have already been mentioned. For the African 
dyna.'itic lists Ibn-Khaldoon’s Histoire des Berbers has 
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been my principal authority ; but for the later dates I 
have made use of M. Leon Godard’s Description et histoire 
(til Maroc (Paris 1860), and two native epitomes published 
at Tunis, the Kitdb el-Moonis (Tunis 1286) of Ibn ’Omar, 
and El-Bajee’s El-Khuldsah En-Nekeeyeh. 

In conclusion, I have to express my acknowledgements 
to Drs. Rieu and Rost, for the assistance they kindly 
rendered me in making use of the MSS. of the British 
Museum and the India Office ; and to Prof. Wright, Dr. 
Neubauer, MM. Tiesenhausen, Sauvaire, and Coders, and 
Mr. R. Lane Poole, for sundry notes and suggestions 
relating to the coins described in the present volume ; and 
I must add that this volume, like those preceding it, owes 
much to the minute revision of the Editor.
